Repeal Army Liquor Ban 


Tucked away in the voluminous liquor 
control act, S. 3336, passed in the clos 
ing days of Congress and signed by the 
President, was a three line provision re 


pealing the old restriction against the 
sale of intoxicants to members of the 


military forces while in uniform. 

The original restriction was carried in 
the war legislation of 1917 and forbade 
not only the sale of liquors to men in 
uniform but also the possession of in 
toxicants at military posts or stations 
Repeal of this old law was urged by the 
War Department since the death of the 





Kighteenth Amendment but no action 
was taken by either the House or Senate 
although the House Military Committee 
had favorably reported the bill. It re 
mained for the Judiciary Committee of 


> 


the Senate to insert the repealing pro 
vision in the omnibus liquor control 
bill. 

As carried in S. 3336 the provision 
reads: 

“Sec, 203. Section 12 of the Act of 


May 18, 1917 (40 Stat. 76) entitled ‘An 
Act to authorize the President to in 
crease temporarily the Military Estab 
lishment of the United States, as 
amended, is hereby repealed.” 

In the report on the bill submitted by 
Senator Ashurst it was stated, “Section 
203 repeals Section 12 of the Act of 
May 18, 1917 (40 Stat. 76), which for 
hids the sale of intoxicating liquor to 





any member of the military forces while

who shall sell or possess intoxicating 
liquors at any military camp, fort, ete.”

Navy Personnel Problems 


Study of the Navy line personnel act 
Which passed July 22, has revealed 
three provisions of the law which may 
not legally mean what the Navy Depart 
ment had intended in drafting the 
measure, 

On the surface of 
that the provisions which the Depart 
ment believed would forcibly retire lieu 
tenants and lieutenants, junior grade, 
not selected for promotion at the age of 
1H, will prove’ inoperative. These 
questions and one involving the compu 
tation of service on the promotion list, 
have been submitted to the Judge Advo 
cate General of the Navy for decision. 

When the legislation providing for the 
retention on the active list of lieuten 
unts and lieutenants, junior grade, who 
had not been selected for advancement 
was drafted, it was decided that officers

lieutenants who are 45 or more and 
who have been made extra numbers as

DSM Cluster Awarded 
to General MacArthur 


General Douglas MacArthur, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, was presented with 
the Distinguished Service Medal by 
Secretary of War Dern in a surprise 
ceremony held in the Secretary's office 
at noon, Thursday, September 5. 

Inasmuch as General MacArthur 
already holds the Distinguished Service 
Medal for his war services, the decora 
tion took the form of a bronze Oak Leaf 
Cluster. 

The fact that the Secretary had 
decided to make the award was a closely 
guarded secret and even the press and 
photographers were not notified until 
about an hour before the ceremony. 
Secretary Dern returned to Washington 
for the express purpose of making the 
presentation. He had been in Chicago 
for Mrs. Ickes funeral and was leaving 
ulmost immediately for his trip west and 
to the Orient. 

All the members of the War Depart 
ment General Council were invited by 
Mr. Dern to be present and witness the 
ceremony. 

Before General MacArthur was notified, 
the news photographers and sound news 
reel men erected their lights in the 
Secretary's oflice, tested their micro- 
phones, and got everything in readiness. 
When the signal was given Maj. Gen. 
George S, Simonds, Deputy Chief of 
Staff, went into General MacArthur's 
office and accompanied the General into 
the Secretary's office where he was met 
by the Secretary and led to the center 
of the room. 

Under the bright glare of the motion 
picture photographers’ lights, General 
MacArthur's surprise was evident. At a 
signal from the motion picture operators 


the Secretary made his presentation 
speech and General MacArthur replied 
briefly. 

In presenting the award to General 


MacArthur, Secretary Dern said: 
“Gentlemen: Because of an impend 
ing and somewhat protracted visit to the 
Orient, this is about the last day I will 
be in my office until time in De 
cember. Consequently, this seemed to me 
an opportune moment to carry out a 
purpose, I long since formed, of accord 
ing to General MacArthur some official 
recognition for his splendid accomplish

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Editors Comment on Lessons Learned From First Army Field Maneuvers 


Lessons learned from the recent field maneuvers of the First Army, as an- 
nounced at the critique of last week, have been the subject of comment in the press 


of late. 


“On the eve of what may prove to be another world war, this country looks at 
its own defenses and finds them wanting in many important particulars,” states the 
Washington Times, 

“The maneuvers at Pine Camp, valuable as they are for training troops, are 
even more valuable in bringing home to the public the nation’s appalling lack of 
modern equipment for war, 

“Five tanks took part in the ‘problems,’ 

“These tive tanks are almost the ONLY ones of serviceable pattern in the 
United States. * * * 

“There is a detachment of mechanized cavalry at the camp. 

“It is part of the First Cavalry, Regular Army. 

“That regiment is the ONLY mechanized cavalry force in the country 
is still largely experimental. * * * 

“There are similar deficiencies or shortages in bombing planes, in field radio 
sets, in many other articles essential to a modern army. * * * 

“The maneuvers also show insufficient training for many of the units involved. 
In short, America’s usual unpreparedness, the outstanding feature of every war in 
which we have been engaged—seems to be the rule now, as before.”

“The Pine Camp maneuvers had its roots in a desire of army officers to know 
uvailable army in the United States is like,” states the 
Binghamton, N. Y. Press. “In the week that has passed members of the general 
staff have had the opportunity to learn, * * * They know, for one thing, that until 
the entire United States Army is brought up, to the mechanized efficiency of the 
First Division it cannot possibly be a satisfactory defensive force. Even as a chain 
is no stronger than its weakest link, an army can move no faster than the slowest 
tactical unit. * * * 

“It is immediately obvious also that a mechanized army with a corps or 
division speed of 30 miles in 90 minutes is going to require a brand new conception 
of communications, and that the entire book of tactics must of necessity be revised 
by the very speed of troop maneuvers. The same thing is true of supplies. * * * 
The comment coming out of Pine Plains does not at all sound like big army propa- 
ganda. Rather it sounds suspiciously like honest puzzlement on the part of general 
officers who have learned what general officers of one war always do about the 
next war. * * * We know now that complete mechanization, increase of air forces, 
change of tactics and a rewriting of regulations governing communication, supply, 
and transportation are immediately necessary. We know now that in order to 
coordinate effectively with regular urmy troops National Guard units must be 
brought up to better state of equipment and a higher level of mobility.”

“War gumes conducted at Pine Camp by the First Army revealed serious 
defects in the American military machine,” declares the Peoria Journal, “Almost 





all ranking army officers will admit privately that the maneuvers showed glaring 
deficiencies in equipment, training and personnel. 

“The greatest weakness in the war games was evidenced by the National Guard 
This branch of the service made a very unimpressive showing. Officers explained 
that this was because the guardsmen have little opportunity for field training and 
inadequate facilities for training officers and ‘non-coms’ * * * 

“Military authorities and those who contro] the nation’s purse strings would 
be making an investment in national security by devoting more time and attention 
to all the Natienal Guard units in the country.” 

“During the recent war game in New York a military unit was moved in auto- 
mobiles in a litthe over an hour a distance equal to that infantry could cover 
only in a day of forced marching,” states the New Bedford, Mass., Standard-Timnves, 
“The difficulty of using motor cars, however, would increase as the number of men 
to be transported increased. Even if cars were available to move a division or an 
army, the congestion that would result at the point of destination would be rather 
serious. * * * To the extent that motor cars are used for the movement of troops, 
the advantage of greater speed will be shared by both sides. About the only 
result will be that things will happen more quickly than they did in the days when 
armies had to travel on their feet. That will tend to put a greater strain on com- 
manding officers who will have less time to compare notes and decide what should 
be done to make the most of an opportunity, or to meet a threat by the enemy.” 

“It seems probable that now that the war maneuvers at Pine Camp have 
worked out so well that similar troop concentrations will be held from year to year 
in other parts of the country,” says the Portland, Me., Press-Herald, “Their cost, 
all things considered, is not much greater than the ordinary 15-day training camps 
and not only the National Guard but the Regular Army as well gets a lot of in- 
struction out of them.” 

“From Pine Camp, N. Y., headquarters of the First Army of the United States 
during summer maneuvers, have come steady reports—each successively gloomier 
describing that segment of the Nation’s war machinery as antiquated and ineffee- 
tive,” the Washington Post comments. “ ‘Startling’ deficiencies in equipment and 
officer personnel have been noted. * * * 

“Yet last April the President signed a bill appropriating for the War Depart- 
ment sums totaling $401,998,170, * * * 

“If the Army is really antiquated and ineffective with such vast sums at its 
disposal some sharp questions are in order, * * * What result is the country getting 
for these millions? 

“When the military services were kept on a starvation basis reports of their 
inefliciency were generally preliminary to requests for larger appropriations. Now 
huge sums have been freely granted and still the same criticism of incapacity 
arises. The inevitable inference of the civilian taxpayer will be that what the 
Army needs is not more money, but more efficiency. One does not need to look far 
to tind cases in which extravagant governmental expenditure has merely encouraged 
incompetence.”

Rivers and Harbors 


In the Rivers and Harbors Act re- 
cently signed by the President, the Con- 
gress has for the first time placed the 
improvemetns of rivers and harbors per- 
manently under the direction of the 
Secretary of War and under the super: 
vision of the Chief of Engineers of the 
United States Army. For more than 
100 years the Corps of Engineers of the 
Army has had complete charge of such 
projects but only under temporary 
authorization specifically given annually 
by Congressional enactment. 

The permanent designation of the Of 
fice of the Chief of Engineers, under the 
direction of the Secretary of War, as 
the agency to carry out the waterway

MacArthur, in addition to the Distin- 
guished Service Medal previously con- 
ferred upon him, a Bronze Oak Leaf 
Cluster with the following citation: 

“Douglas MacArthur, General, Chief of 
Staff, United States Army, for exceptionally 
meritorious and distinguished services in a 
position of great responsibility. As Chief 
of Staff of the Army of the United States 
since November 21, 1930, he has performed 
his many important and exacting duties 
with signal success. He devised and de- 
yeloped the Four-Army organization of our 
land forces; he conceived and established 
the General Headquarters Air Force, thus 
immeasurably increasing the effectiveness of 
our air defenses; he initiated a comprehen- 
sive program of modernization in the army's 
tactics, equipment, training, and organiza- 
tion. In addition, the professional counsel 
and assistance he has continuously rendered 
to the President, to the Secretary of War, 
and to the Congress have been distinguished 
by such logic, vision, and accuracy as to 
contribute markedly to the formulation of 
sound defense policies and the enactment of 
progressive laws for promoting the nation’s 
security. 

“General, this award in itself is of 
course of small importance. But I in- 
tend it to express my very deep sense 
of appreciation and obligation to you 
for the unremitting and valuable ser- 
vices you have rendered to me both per- 
sonally and officially during the 2% 
years we have served together in the 
Department. I hope also that you will 
see this award as a symbol of the affec- 
tion, esteem, and admiration in which 
you are held by the War Department, 
the Army, and by every citizen genu- 
inely interested in the national defense. 

“For myself and for the Army, I wish 
you a future crowded with happiness 
and continued success.” 

General MacArthur, receiving the 
decoration from the Secretary, accepted 
it with the following remarks: 

“Mr. Secretary, I can not tell you the 
sense of distinction I feel in accepting 


this entirely unexpected award from 
your distinguished hands. My pleasure, 
my pride in receiving it is only en- 


hanced by a realization that it must be 
intended not so much for me personally 
but as a recognition of the American 
Army. In that spirit I shall wear it 
upon my uniform where for all eyes it 
will stand as an outward symbol of the 
devotion, the efliciency and the accom- 
plishments of the officers and the sol- 
diers whom it has been my high honor 
tocommand. For them and for myself, 
I thank you.” 

The Distinguished Service Medal for 
the Army was established by an execu- 
tive order in January, 1918, and con- 
firmed by Congress the next July. It 
was designated to be awarded “to any 
person who while serving in any capa- 
city with the Army of the United States, 
shall distinguish himself or herself, by 
specially meritorious service to the 
Government in a duty of great responsi- 
bility.” 

The first presentation in Washington 
was to General March, General Goethals, 
General Jervey, General Crowder, Gen- 
eral Hines, General Black, and General 


Gorgas. In October, 1918, it was 
awarded to General Pershing “as a 
token of gratitude of the American 


People to the commander of our armies 
in the field for his distinguished ser- 
vices, and in appreciation of the success 
Which our armies have achieved under 
his leadership.” 





Repeal Army Liquor Ban 

(Continued from First Page) 
The section of the law repealed by the 
new act reads as follows: 
“Sec, 12. That the President of the 
United States, as commander-in-chief of 
the Army, is authorized to make such 
'gulations governing the prohibition of 
liquors in or near military 
€mps and to the officers and enlisted 
Men of the Army as he may from time 
to time deem necessary or advisable: 
Provided, That no person, corporation, 
Partnership, or association shall sell, 
Supply or have in his or its possession 
any intoxicating or spirituous liquors 
at any military station, cantonment, 
camp, fort, post, officers’ or enlisted 





men’s club, which is being used at the 
time for military purposes under this 
Act, but the Secretary of War may make 
such regulations permitting the sale and 
use of intoxicating liquors for medicinal 
purposes. It shall be unlawful to sell 
any intoxicating liquor, including beer, 
ale, or wine, to any officer or member 
of the military forces while in uniform, 
except as herein provided. Any person, 
corporation, partnership, or association 
violating the provisions of this section 
or the regulations made _ thereunder 
shall, unless otherwise punishable under 
the Articles of War, be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and be punished by a 
fine of not more than $1,000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than 12 months or 
both.” 

Early in the last session Representa- 
tive McSwain, Chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee, introduced the bill 
by request and its enactment was recom- 
mended by Acting Secretary of War 
Woodring. Representative Maverick, of 
Texas, drafted the favorable report from 
the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, in which he stated: 

“The Committee on Military Affairs, 
to whom was referred the bill (H. R. 
3419) to repeal a portion of section 12 
of the act approved May 18, 1917 (40 
Stat. 82), having considered the same, 
submit the following report thereon with 
the recommendation that it do pass. 

“Military forces should have the same 
ordinary social rights as an ordinary 
civilian. The statute sought to be re- 
pealed, which was approved May 18, 
1917, was for the purpose of keeping 


soldiers in uniform from drinking and 
was a war measure. Soon thereafter, 
prohibition was enacted and the law 
forgotten. 

“Since the repeal of prohibition, 
soldiers, sailors, and marines have re- 


entered the ordinary social life of the 
Nation and exercise their constitutional 
right of drinking alcoholic beverages like 
any other citizen. They should not be 
denied that right because they happen 
to go to town in a uniform. As a matter 
of fact, thousands of enlisted men own 
only a uniform and cannot afford to 
purchase civilian clothes; whereas, they 
can buy a good drink for a dime. 

“We recommend the passage of this 
bill to repeal the war-time act and to 
place the soldier, sailor, or marine in 
the same status as a civilian. 

“The purpose of this legislation is 
clearly set forth in the following letter 
of the Secretary of War, which is, there- 
fore, made a part of this report. 

““The Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

“Sir: There is transmitted herewith 
draft of a proposed bill to repeal that 
part of the act of May 18, 1917 (40 
Stat. 82, U. S. C., Supp. VII, title 10, 
sec, 1353), providing that— 

“It shall be unlawful to sell any in- 
toxicating liquor, including beer, ale, or 
wine, to any officer or member of the 
military forces while in uniform.’ ” 

“"The War Department feels that this 


provision has become unnecessary and 
constitutes a discrimination against the 


Army, having no application to the other 
armed services. 

“Tt is, therefore, recommended that 
this proposed measure be enacted into 
law.

maneuvers of the First Army are now 
in the process of crystallization. Re- 
ports from the First Army headquarters 
and from representatives of the various 
arms and services who were observers 
at the maneuvers will form the basis 
for studies to be made not alone by the 
organizations which participated but 
also by the War Department General 
Staff and by branch chiefs concerned. 
In addition the Army War College will 
make en independent study similar to 
the one made following the GHQ exer- 
cises last year. 

From these will come benefits in the 
form of revision of training manuals, 
changes in weapons, and modernization 
along other lines where need for such 
might be shown. 

The critique at Pine Camp following 
the maneuvers there gave much food for 
thought to all the junior and senior 
officers who participated. 

General Conner’s Address 

The interesting address by Maj. Gen. 
Fox Conner, commanding the First 
Corps, the first half of which was 
printed in the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
last week, concludes as follows: 

“In the I Corps, we had several ex- 
amples of the lack of accuracy in infor- 
mation. One example contains a lesson 
of suflicient importance to justify its 
being mentioned in some detail. In the I 
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ning 
immediately concerned, was sent through 
division to the corps indicating that a 
considerable front of the brigade had 
been driven back. The penetration was 
quite deep and, it was reported, broke 
contact between the two divisions. The 
original plan of the I Corps required the 
placing of the artillery of the other divi- 
sion in such manner that a considerable 
artillery fire could be concentrated on 
the front of the brigade involved. I 
considered the penetration of such im- 
portance as to demand the concentration 
of every available gun on the front of 
the brigade reported to have retired. 
Before ordering this concentration, I 
personally telephoned to the division 
concerned and through division head- 
quarters got a verification of the line to 
which the brigade commander reported 
he had been forced back. I then ordered 
the concentration of every available gun 
on the involved front. As matters de- 
veloped later, the brigade had not been 
forced back and its original line was 
intact. While it is true that the fire 
actually ordered by the artillery was in 
large part in front of the line actually 
occupied by the troops of the brigade, it 
is at the same time true that another 
part of the fire ordered was squarely on 
the line actually held by the brigade. 
In other words, in actual war heavy 
artillery fire would have been placed on 
our own troops. In justice to the artil- 
lery, it may be said that some of the fire 
which our troops received from their 
own artillery during the World War 
was, in all probability, due to erroneous 
reports such as this. The lesson is plain 
—Regimental and Brigade commanders 
must know the position of their front 
lines and must make accurate reports. 

“During the first problem it looked at 
one time as if the | Corps would have 
to issue a retreat order. The XI Corps 
was reported by Army to have with- 
drawn far behind the I Corps right 
flank. This necessitated the movement 
of troops into the bend of the Indian 
River to connect up with the left of the 
XI Corps. Shortly after this, another 
penetration was reported which, had it 
been followed up by troops in force, 
would have necessitated the withdrawal 
of the I Corps to the north of the In- 
dian River. When this situation arose, 
I did everything within my power to 
wrangle out of the Army Commander 
the 21st Reserve Division. However, the 
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sion. However, the I Corps staff gained 
valuable experience as did the division 
commanders for the reason that all con- 
cerned in the staff work, worked out 
complete plans for the movement and 
utilization of the 21st Division. The 
staff of the I Corps also obtained ex- 
perience by ordering the withdrawal of 
Corps Headquarters from Philadelphia 
to Bentley Corners. The headquarters 
commandant and all staff officers con- 
cerned worked out complete plans and 
issued orders for this movement. 

“In the second corps problem very 
great improvement was shown in every- 
thing concerning the tactics and employ- 
ment of troops. The most noticeable im- 
provement was the utilization and clear- 
ing of roads and in the measures taken 
to conceal the motley and very conspicu- 
ous array of motor transportation. There 
was Some improvement in patrolling and 
obtaining contact, and in communica- 
tions to Corps Headquarters. The 1st 
Division was especially efficient in re- 
porting—and reporting accurately—its 
situation. I am sure that the 26th

Mobilization Training Test 

As a result of the increase in the 
Army, recently authorized by Congress, 
an additional battalion of Field Artillery 
will be organized at Fort D. A. Russell, 
Marfa, Texas, for the past few years 
an inactive post. 

Conditions under which this battalion 
is being organized parallels so closely 
mobilization conditions that advantage 
will be taken of the opportunity to put 
to test the training program which will 
be used in the event of mobilization 
Starting from scratch, the men will be 
trained for 16 weeks in accordance with 
this mobilization training program. At 
the end of this period inspections and 
tests will show the efficacy of the pro- 
gram. This is the first time such a test 
has been made by a unit of the Regular 
Army. 

This battalion will be designated as 
the First Battalion, 77th Field Artillery, 
and will consist of 19 oflicers and 515 
enlisted men, with a station complement 
of 3 officers and 57 enlisted men. By 


October 15th, the battalion will have 
its full quota of officers and a small 
cadre of 52 non-commissioned officers 


and enlisted men for key positions. The 
remainder—463 enlisted men—will be 
recruited. It is expected that the bat- 
talion will be at full strength by Novem- 
ber 1st when training will begin. 

The battalion will be equipped with 
155 mm. howitzers,  tractor-drawn. 
Righty trucks will provide the necessary 
transport for supplies and equipment. 
These trucks are being drawn from Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina and Fort Hoyle, 
Maryland. They will move to Marfa, 
Texas, overland in two convoys and will 
reach Marfa, Texas, in about three 
weeks’ time. No attempt will be made 
at speed of travel but emphasis will be 
placed on good convoy discipline and 
economy of gas and oil. The Field 
Artillery material is being gathered from 
eight Artillery posts throughout the 
country. 

Taking advantage of the convoy, a 
road test will be made of a 75 m.m. 
battery, truck-drawn, with the new car- 
riage which has traverse of 90°, an ele- 


vation of 45° and a range of 13,500 
yards. The carriage has also high 
speed bearings and pneumatic tires. 


This battery will accompany the convoy 
to Marfa, Texas, but will not form part 
of the battalion. The convoy will follow 
the route Ft. Knox, Ft. Sill, San 
Antonio. Upon completion of the trip 
the enlisted men making up the convoy 
will return to their proper stations. 
War Department orders this week 
assigned 17 officers of the Field Artillery 
to Ft. F. A. Russell, for duty with the 
new battalion. The following were 
transferred from Ft.

These) 
courses in life-saving are being carried 
on with the cooperation of the American 
Red Cross in each of the nine Army) 
corps areas this summer as a part of 
the nation-wide CCC safety program. 
Two men were selected from each 
camp to represent their company in the 
nearest school. For a period of six days) 
or more they were given intensive train-| 


ing in swimming and life-saving! 
methods. Enrollees who have received | 


instruction at these schools will not only} 
act as life guards but will be able to 
teach life-saving and swimming in the 
camps. 

On the completion of the courses, 817 
of the men passed the examinations for 
examiners and 1,024 for senior life sav-| 
ers. The rating of examiner qualifies } 
the individual to teach Red Cross life 
saving methods and to give examinations 
for the rank of senior. That of senior 
life saver indicates that the individual 
should be capable of saving life and has 
a very good knowledge of water safety 
measures. Seniors are capable of serv- 
ing as life guards at pools and also of 
assisting examiners with instruction. 
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Naval Academy Anniversary 


The original scientific equipment with 
which the speed of light was first mea- 
sured by the noted scientist, Albert Ab- 
raham Michelson while still a midship- 
man at the U. S. Naval Academy in 
1878, will be exhibited and demonstrated 
in connection with the Ninetieth Anni- 
versary celebration of the Naval Acad- 
emy to be held October 10th, 1935, at 
Annapolis. It is of interest that Michel- 
son’s first experiments in measuring the 
speed of light were accurate to within 
one one-thousandth of one per cent. 

The original experiments were por- 
formed on the sea wall of the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis by Michelson in 
18738, the year in which he graduated 
from the Academy. This was the be- 
ginning of his work in physics which 
later resulted in world-wide recognition 
and in 1907 gained for him the Noble 
Prize of $40,000 in physics. 

The scientific equipment with which 
Michelson performed his original experi- 
ments in measuring light velocity will be 
set up on the Naval Academy sea wall 
on October 10th and will be of interest 
to scientists and laymen who will visit 
the Naval Academy in connection with 
the celebration of the Ninetieth Anni- 
versary of its founding. Many historic 
relics which are connected with the his- 
tory of the Academy will also be on 
exhibition on that day and a program of 
exercises is planned which will be com- 
memorative of the early days of the 
Naval Academy.

The question 
junior grade, is somewhat similar. If 
lieutenants of 45 years are too old for 
their rank, junior lieutenants of this 
age are out of line with the duties re- 
quired of them, and the Navy’s inten- 
tion was to include them in the enforced 
retirement, it is said. The matter may 
have been lost sight of, however, 
because of the fact that only a handful 
of officers are involved. 

The provision which governs these two 
questions is in Section 2 of the Act and 
modifies the language dealing with re- 
tention of officers not selected for pro- 
motion. It reads: “Provided, That 
lieutenants with less than 21 years’ com- 
missioned service shall become ineligible 
for promotion on June 30 of the fiscal 
year in which they attain the age of 45 
years.” This clearly seems to rule out 
any enforced retirement of lieutenants, 
and would not seem to apply to junior 
lieutenants at all. The question to be 
decided by the JAG, rests on the matter 
of intent of the law. 

The other question raised is as to the 
interpretation of Section 5 of the Act. 
That section deals with the provision in 
existing law requiring that officers of 
all grades subject to selection shall have 
at least four years “service in his grade” 
before becoming eligible for selection, 
and provides that “the term ‘service in 
his grade’ shall be construed to include 
service on the promotion list for his 
grade.” The proviso was included in 
the act to take care of officers who be- 
cause of the World War “hump” would 
not become lieutenant commanders in 
time to complete four years as such 
before completing 21 years service and 
thus becoming ineligible for selection to 
commander. It is now believed, how- 
ever, that the section is so broad as to 
require that service on the promotion 
list for a higher grade will count for 
service in that grade for other pur- 
poses, such as the required sea service 
in the upper grade. 

If the decision of the question of en- 
forced retirement is contrary to the 
Navy Department intent in the matter, 
it is likely that legislation will be sub- 
mitted to Congress next winter to carry 
out such intent. On the other hand if 
the Judge Advocate General rules that 
the 45 year retirement is effective, some 
judicial action on the part of officers 
affected may possibly result.

President to Cruise on Houston 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that the heavy cruiser 
USS Houston had been tentatively 
selected for future duty with the Presi- 
dent of the United States in case he 
elects to return aboard a naval vessel 
after his proposed West Coast trip. 

Capt. Guy E. Baker, USN, has been 
serving as commanding officer of the 
Houston since June 25, 1935, when he 
relieved Capt. Walter B. Woodson, USN, 
who was in command of the cruiser dur- 
ing President Roosevelt’s cruise in her 
to Hawaii last summer. 

The Houston, which is fitted as relief 
flagship of the United States Fleet, is 
of 9,050 tons standard displacement. She 
was assigned to the Scouting Force 
when she returned from service as flag- 
ship of the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet in December, 1933. 

Under plans revealed at the White 
House, the President intends to visit the 
Pacific Coast the latter part of this 
month or the early part of October and 
return to the East Coast via the Panama 
Canal, on a naval vessel. He will be 
taken by the Houston to a Texas port 
and return to Washington overland.

Authorize Hospitalization 


Legislation of great importance to en- 
listed men of the armed services was 
passed in the closing days of the session 
and signed by President Roosevelt. 


The measure, known as the Harrison 
hospitalization bill, makes eligible for 
hospital and domiciliary care by the 
Veterans’ Administration, any ex-service 
man who is suffering from a disability 
contracted in peace-time. The disability 
must be of service origin unless per- 
manently and totally disabled or suffer- 
ing from tuberculous or neuropsychiatric 
ailments. Hitherto, former members of 
the service, disabled in service, were 
eligible for pension but not for hospitali- 
zation unless discharged from active ser- 
vice for the disability. Those who were 
discharged upon termination of enlist- 
ment and later became disabled of ser- 
vice origin were not entitled to such 
hospitalization, nor were any former 
men of peace-time service who became 
disabled from non-service connected 
causes. 

The following statement was issued 
by the Veterans’ Administration on 
Sept. 3, upon the bill becoming law: 

“When the President affixed his signa- 
ture to the Harrison hospitalization bill, 
there were made eligible for hospital 
and domiciliary care by the Veterans’ 
Administration a group of peace-time 
veterans who, notwithstanding the fact 
that they are in receipt of pension 
based on disability incurred in the mili- 
tary or naval services, heretofore have 
been ineligible for such benefits. This 
was made clear today by General Frank 
T. Hines, Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs. 

“The law previously restricted hos- 
pital benefits to those peace-time veter- 
ans who were discharged from military 
service on account of disability which 
rendered them unfit for duty. The group 
covered by the new law will be entitled 
to hospital treatment for service con- 
nected disabilities and to hospital and 
domiciliary care if they are suffering 





from permanent disabilities or tubercu- 
lous or neuropsychiatric ailments, even 
though these disabilities have no con- 
nection with their military or naval 
service. 

“The Harrison measure was sponsored 
by the Veterans’ Administration in 
order to correct what was considered to 
be an injustice with regard to peace- 
time veterans. Prior to the enactment 
of the Economy Bill in March, 1933, 
veterans of the regular establishment 
had no right to hospital treatment by 
the Veterans’ Administration. They 
were, however, entitled to domiciliary 
care in the National Soldiers’ Homes. 

“The Economy Act extended to those 
who had been discharged on account of 
disability incurred in line of duty bene- 
fits of hospital and domiciliary care 
similar to those afforded war veterans’. 
The new law represents a further exten- 
sion of these benefits to include peace- 
time veterans who are pensioned on ac- 
count of service connected disabilities. 
This act does not affect hospitalization 
and domr''liary benefits afforded war 
veterans

THE ARMY AND THE NATION extend their heartiest greetings to Gen. John 
J. Pershing on the occasion of his birthday next Friday. Since the war the 
General has grown in the esteem and affection of the nation he so ably served. 
The honor he brought to American arms, the care he took of America’s sons, and 
the legacy he left in the form of the National Defense Act shine more brightly in 
history as the years go on. In France General Pershing is engaged in the task 
of beautifying and caring for the American cemeteries where rest the youth who 
gave their lives for the safety of their nation. He has endeared himself to the 
people of France who have started a movement to observe his birthday by planting 
“Pershing Oaks” in cities and towns freed by American troops. Across the sea, 
America sends its heartfelt birthday greetings to you General. 


PROGRESS TOWARD MODERNIZATION in thought and theory as_ weil 
as in weapons is going forward in the Army under the aid and stimulus afforded 
by the constructive legislation of the past session of Congress. Under the dynamic 
guidance of the Chief of Staff various and far rewching tests are being conducted, 
new organizations experimented with, and training programs tried in actual 
practice. The officers of the Army working under him are carrying forward 
with a new vim and incentive born by the removal of the promotion depression. 
In grades more commensurate with their ages ang experience they are turning 
their thoughts more and more to new and independent ideas of organization and 
training. Most promising is the new Infantry organization turned over to the 
20th Infantry at Fort Benning for trial. Too, at Fort D. A. Russell, the First 
Battalion, 77tb Field Artillery, is being organized and trained under conditions 
approximating war mobilization. Experimentation with the new Infantry regi- 
mental organization will be watched closely by oflicers throughout the service. 
Under the proposed set-up it is planned to take the fullest advantage of the 
increased fire power of modern weapons and the greater mobility of the motor 
age. Rifle battalions hitherto hampered in their strategic and tactical mobility 
by the heavy machine guns are being tried without them but with the segregation 
of all heavy weapons, machine guns and motors, in a separate battalion which 
will have to work out its own problem of mobility. The rifle battalions will be 
equipped with the semi-automatic rifles affording approximately two and a half 
times the fire power of the Springfield and will in addition have a number of 
the new light machine guns with bipod and butt plate. At a moment’s notice the 
men of these battalions, unhampered by any equipment they can not carry them- 
selves, will be prepared to go immediately on the march or to jump into motor 
trucks for rapid transportation to the scene of action where they can disembark 
and go into action at once. The organization of these battalions, particularly the 
distribution of the light machine guns, will be a problem that field tests alone 
can solve. Will the light machine guns be in a separate platoon or will they 
be assigned to the rifle platoons? Close behind the rifle battalions will come 
the heavy battalion with its heavy machine guns, ammunition carts, mortars ete. 
Its strategic and tactical mobility will present another problem. Motors, of course, 
will provide the strategic mobility. The design, equipment and accessories of the 
vehicles for this use make an interesting study. Moving the weapons into action 
forms another. The direction and use of the weapons by the regimental com- 
mander forms another. Meanwhile at Fort Russell the oflicers of the new First 
Battalion, 77th Field Artillery, will be testing the eflicacy of the 16-week training 
program worked out by the War Department. Beginning with its commissioned 
officers and a cadre of 52 regular trained non-commissioned oflicers and enlisted 
men the organization will take in hand 4683 raw recruits and put them through 
the paces of the new training program. The performance of the finished outfit 
will be a matter of study looking towards the modification and perfection of the 
schedule of training. Throughout the service oflicers are being encouraged to use 
their own initiative in making independent tests of their own ideas in organiza- 
tion, training and tactics. Such a program should lead the American Army to a 
new era of research, trial and progress. 


LEGISLATION WHICH BECAME law last week authorizing hospital care 
for disabled enlisted men of the Regular Establishments serves to emphasize the 
needs of this large section of our military and naval forces. For many years, 
our professional non-commissioned officers, those men who have made the Army 
or the Navy their life-work, have had practically no safe-guard against the vissi- 
tudes of rigorous service. If they served out their full span they, as do the com- 
missioned officers, have retirement privileges. But if disabled in service, after 
many years in uniform, their rights were limited. Even though ‘within a short 
time of being eligible for 30-year retirement, under the law if they became unfit 
for active service, their discharge was mandatory and their only recourse was a 
meager pension or the soldiers’ home.- Hospitalization was denied them until a 
few years ago and then granted on a greatly restricted basis. The new law 
liberalizes hospitalization benefits, and will greatly improve conditions for our 
professional non-commissioned group. However, many members of the service 
feel that it is not the solution for the problem. There should ‘be instead, it is felt, 
provision for disability retirement for the non-commissioned officer of long service. 
The War and Navy Departments and Congress at its next session should give 
their earnest attention to this problem. The non-commissioned officers of the 
Army and Navy are often referred to as the “back-bone of the service”. To carry 
on a peace-time training program or mobilize a national army in war-time without 
a trained efficient corps of non-commissioned oflicers would be well nigh impossible. 
It is important, therefore; that the Government give careful consideration to the 
morale of the. group. ’ ;

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Commissioning Reserve Officers—The Thomason bill became law when President 
Roosevelt affixed his signature to the act on August 30. Under its terms the 
War Department is authorized to call annually 1,000 reserve officers in the grade 
of second lieutenants for one year’s active duty with the Regular Army. For the 
first ten years, beginning July 1, 1936, the Secretary of War is authorized to 
select annually from among these reserve officers or from graduates of the Air 
Corps Training Center 50 officers for commissioning in the Regular Army in 
the grade of second lieutenant. All of the reservists placed on this extended 
active duty must be second lieutenants of the combatant arms or the Chemical 
Warfare Service. Allotment of those to be commissioned in the regular army 
will be made to the various branches by annual direction of the Secretary. 


Studies looking toward the laying down of a definite policy for the selection 
ef these officers are now being instituted at the War Department. Aside from 
shese studies the Act will have no practical effect until funds for the payment 
of such officers are provided by Congress. Such funds can not be obtained until 
the next session of Congress, but in view of Congress’ sentiment in passing the 
measure it is quite likely that that body will readily provide the necessary money. 

A point that undoubtedly will be stressed by the War Department, as forecast 
in the hearings before the Senate committee, is that it does not want this extended 
duty training to be provided at the expense of 14-day training. While 20,000 14- 
day trainees are provided in the current appropriations both the Secretary of 
War and the Chief of Staff have frequently expressed their determination to have 
this raised to 30,000. It is the objective to provide at least a 14-day training 
period twice every five years for reserve officers of the arms and once every 
five years for oflicers of the services. Of those being given summer training it is 
the policy to apportion the money 80 per cent to the combatant arms and 20 per 
cent to the staff officers. There are now about 92,000 eligible reserve officers of 
which about 60,000 are of the arms. It is the systematic summer training pro- 
gram of the whole corps that the Department does not want interrupted but 
rather wants expanded to 30,000 annually. 

For extended training under the Thomason bill there were eligible on June 30, 
1985, a total of 34,424 and this figure has not changed materially since then. 
From these must be selected the 1,000 annually for the extended duty. It is con- 
sidered very probable that the Department will lay down a policy giving priority 
to the applications of recent graduates of the ROTC units, feeling that these men 
would be more likely to desire an army career than others who have started out 
in civilian businesses or professions. 

Representative McSwain, chairman of the House Military Committee, in an 
extension of remarks. printed in the Congressional Record of August 29, stated 
that he thought the new bill “a great piece of constructive legislation” for the 
following reasons: 

“First. In the event of a major mobilization for war, 87 per cent of the 
officers must be Reserve officers, and probably 95 per cent of the officers actually 
leading troops in combat will be Reserve officers. 

“Second. At present there are 120,000 Reserve officers, of whom about 90,000 
are active in their training, and it is manifest that since 95 per cent of the troop 
leaders will be the Reserve officers, it is indispensable that these Reserve officers 
be of the best quality, have the highest possible efficiency, and that their morale 
be constantly maintained. 

“Third. Almost the exclusive source for recuriting the Reserve officers is 
students in our universities and colleges taking the R. O. T. C. course. There are 
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about 125,000 such R. O. T. C. students in the country at this time. 

“Fourth. Each year there are graduated from the various R. O. T. C. units 
all over the country a total of about 7,000 young men who are commissioned as second 
lieutenants in the Reserve Corps. 

“Fifth. We all know that ambition and the prospects for reasonable recogni- 
tion for effort and service are the greatest stimulus to proper public service.” 

Continuing Mr. McSwain said: ‘ 

“Now, Mr. Speaker, my proposal is for the War Department to invite these”

7,000 young men to apply for one year’s active training with the Regular Army 
at the pay and allowances of their grade of second lieutenant. If we assume that” 
less than one-third apply, to wit, if we assume 2,000 apply, then the War Depart. 
ment will pick the cream of the 2,000, according to their college records and 
according to the physical and moral data before them, and give this select 1,000 
training of one year. Of course, I think that under present conditions nearly all 
of the 7,000 would apply for one year of training. I have been somewhat in 
contact with the young men of many of the R. O. T. C. units for the last 
several years, and especially since the depression do I find that nearly 100 per 
cent of them would be very happy to have one year with the Regular Army immedi- 
ately after getting their diplomas and commissions. Even if only one-half should apply, 
then the War Department would select the cream, the most valuable in physical 
make-up, in scholarship, in military training, and in morals, to take the one year’s 
training.” 


Third Stratosphere Attempt. — The War Department having given its approval 
to the cooperation of the Army Air Corps with the National Geographic Society in 
the Third Stratosphere Flight, orders have been requested for the participation of 
the necessary personnel to launch this expedition, the primary purpose of which 
is to penetrate the upper air strata to the utmost possible extent in order to obtain 
various scientific data now little known. The personnel assigned to navigate the 
stratosphere balloon on the second attempt, which was abandoned when the top 
of the bag blew out during the process of inflation, will carry on in the forthcoming 
flight. It is understood that the damage to the bag was confined to a relatively | 
small area, also that the substitution of a new top was not an expensive problem. 

Capt. Albert W. Stevens, AC, Commanding Officer of the Expedition, and Captains 
Orvil A. Anderson and Randolph P. Williams, AC, pilots, who have been on de- 
tached service at Wright Field, Ohio, since the abandonment of the second attempt, 
are slated to proceed to several places for the purpose of inspecting and shipping 
helium cylinders and supplies from Scott Field, Ill.; inspecting the balloon and/ 
checking the results of tests of balloon fabric and panels by the Goodyear Zeppelin 
Ingineers at Akron, Ohio, and of testing metorological and other instruments at 
the Bureau of Standards, Washington, D. C. They are then to proceed by air at 
the proper time to Rapid City, 8S. D., for the purpose of assembling the apparatus 
inflating the balloon, and, finally, making the flight.

Broadcasting Future Wars.—Utilizing the latest type of short wave and ultra high 
frequency equipment, the National Broadcasting Company has just demonstrated, 
for the first time in radio history, that it is possible to broadcast to the world the 
descriptions and sounds of an actual engagement on a battle front. 

With seventeen tons of equipment valued at $50,000 and manned by a crew of 
23 announcers, engineers, observers and technicians, NBC, during the United States 
Army maneuvers at Pine Camp, N. Y., broadcast from all points of the simulated 
battle front. 

Despite the use of some 263 army short wave and ultra-high frequency trans- 
mitters at the same time, NBC engineers demonstrated that they were able to 
deliver an intelligible signal through the use of their modern equipment. The 
announcers proved that they were able to absorb a great deal of Army technique 
in their short stay at the camp and gave listeners a comprehensive word picture of 
the entire proceedings. 

Four mobile units of the NBC were used to cover the war games.. NBC’s Mobile 
Unit No. 2 was driven from New York, Mobile Unit No. 5 came from Cleveland, and 
two Army trucks were converted into broadcasting stations. In order that proper 
directions could be given to the men stationed in the field, a special “talk-back” 
circuit was utilized by William Lundell, NBC’s special events director. By means 
of this circuit, he was able to give directions to every announcer on the field 
through their earphones. 

Most of the NBC crew were wiped out by gun fire several times during the 
proceedings according to the decisions of the umpires in the field. During an 
actual war much more precaution would have to be taken in determining positions. 
Also many more difficulties would be met because of thousands of transmitters 
operating at the same time. Due to the tremendous cost of equipment and the 
large personnel needed it would be almost impossible to cover a war over a large 
frout, but various sections of it might be accurately described. NBC engineers 
believe that they could overcome transmission difficulties through the use of ultra 
high frequencies.

War Department Experts to Identify Hurricane Vietims.—The War Department an- 
nounced September 5 that Samuel C. Sacco and Oliver H. P. Clark, finger print ex- 
perts in the Office of The Adjutant General, would leave at once for Florida to assist 
in the identification of the bodies of World War veterans killed in the recent 
hurricane. 

Lists of the veterans who were at the Florida work camps were furnished by 
the Veterans’ Administration. These were checked in the War Department and 
the finger print cards of the veterans listed were removed from the files to be 
taken to Florida by the experts. New finger prints will be taken of the unidentified 
bodies and these will be checked against the records on the spot.

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Army Maneuvers’ Lessons

and 43rd Divisions will take steps dur- 
ing the coming winter to impress on all 
concerned the necessity of technique in 
patrolling, maintaining contact with ad- 
joining troops and in accurate reports 
to all headquarters back to, and includ- 
ing GHQ. 

“In connection with the employment 
of troops, especially on the offensive, I 


think that the Army is entirely too 
much impressed with the out worn 
adage that the victory belongs to the 
side that holds the last reserve. From 


the advanced guard commanders straight 
through the chain of command, we are 
over-impressed by the necessity of 
always having a reserve. I do not wish 
to be understood as favoring the elimi- 
nation of all reserves. Such a stand 
would, of course, be indefensible. At the 
same time, I think we should begin to 
lay stress on the fact that a reserye is 
of no possible use unless it is utilized. 
We are over-timid about using reserves. 
What we need to do is to impress on 
commanders of every grade that they 
must seek the opportunity for employing 
profitably their reserves. My own opinion 
is that the sooner we can find occasion 
for the profitable use of reserves and 
the sooner we employ them, the better 
off we shall be. 

“These problems were drawn for a 
terrain of such size, compared to the ac- 
tual strength of troops, as to forbid the 
keeping of even normal reserves. | think 
it was very wise to draw the problems 
in such way that few, if any, reserves 
could be held out. In the last problem, 
the I Corps made its solution on the 
basis of keeping out no Corps reserves 
at all and of encouraging division com- 
meanders to utilize at some stage of the 
problem everything within the division, 
including the engineers. This was per- 
haps somewhat unnatural but it is hoped 
that it at least served to encourage all 


commanders to use their reserves at the 
earliest possible moment. 
“I think that in maneuvers of this 


scale, the expense of establishing a sepa- 
rate communication system for the um- 
pires would be fully justified. 

“In the matter of communications, I 
think that the psychology of our people 


must be taken into consideration. Prac- 
tically no American can do business 
without a telephone at his elbow. In 


addition to this, the procedure of the 
message center has been so elaborated 
and complicated that all 
going through the message center are 
subject to intolerable delays. Particu- 
larly in G-3 and G-4, immediate and per- 
fect telephone connections are essential. 
As soon as telephone communication is 
subject to all kinds of interruptions, it 
is vital that alternate lines in the so- 
called “latter system” be established on 
a lavish scale. I think one of the im- 
portant necessities is attention to tele- 
phone communications and the simplifi- 
tation of message center procedure. 
“We are, in my opinion, devoting en- 
tirely too much attention and too much 
money to the radio. Even during these 
exercises the number of radio sets was 
such that there was frequent interfer- 
ence. In’ France, our radios worked 
beautifully, even though it was of an old 
type, in training areas. It even worked 
very well in quiet sectors but when the 
test of battle came at St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne, the enemy proceeded to 
Jam the radio and it was worthless. I 
think of course, that constant experi- 
Ments should be carried on to obtain, if 
possible, the radio system of communica- 
on which cannot be jammed, or which, 
at least, is reasonably immune from 
deliberate interference. But even if the 
radio should ultimately be developed to 
the point where it could not be jammed, 
telephone communications will remain 
‘sential. A large part of our effort and 
the major part of our funds available, 
should be devoted to the development of 
the telephone system which, to Ameri- 
fans at least, iS indispensable in war. 
“As everyone knows, we were woefully 
short in many»Army or Corps troops. I 
think some arrangements should be made 
in future maneuvers on the seale of 
these for representing in some manner 
Army. and Corps troops, especially in

artillery. In the I Corps we felt some 
shortage in personnel, especially in offi- 
cers. The maximum number of Regular, 
National Guard and Reserve officers 
should be given this training. Complete 
war strength should at least be approxi- 
mated. I believe that the officers of the 
Regular Army should, insofar as possi- 
ble, participate in maneuvers according 
to their mobilization assignments. 

“The Army Commander prescribed 
that these maneuvers should be so con- 
ducted as not to impose excessive march- 
ing on any unit. I believe, however, that 
we could in the next maneuver have as 
the final exercise a twenty-four hour 
problem under which everything would 
be conducted as in actual war. To do 
this, my idea would be to launch each 
side on a problem and to have no umpire 
control other than to render a decision 
when indications existed that the troops 
would come to actual blows. There would 
be no attempt on the part of the umpires 
to control the situation that troops 
would be on a certain definite line at the 
end of the exercise. 

“In these exercises the umpires have 
had a most difficult job and have per- 
formed it exceedingly well. In some 
cases, troops have, in my opinion, been 
held up longer than would have been the 
case in actual war. However, this hold 
ing up of troops was, in all cases effect 
ing the I Corps at least, necessary in 
order to retain control of the maneuver. 
Two cases should, I think, be mentioned. 

“For the second problem, the Army 
Commander extended the bivouac area 
for the I Corps to include all ground 
lying to the north and east of the Indian 
River. Some commotion was caused at 
I Corps Headquarters due to the fact 
that the Army staff officer, some thirty- 
two hours after receiving a copy of the 
I Corps orders, attempted to change the 
bivouaec limits back that originally pre- 
scribed. 

“The second instance was that about 
noon on August 26th, artillery of the 
26th Division, which had gone into posi- 
tion about one-half mile north of RJ 482, 
was ordered out of position by an um 
pire on the ground that it was in posi- 
tion on terrain not included in leasing 
rights. The ground on which this artil- 
lery was in position was not included in 
the first maneuver boundary furnished. 
it was, however, included in the change 
in leasing boundaries indicated after 
troops were concentrated. 

“The remedy for mistakes such 
these would seem to be that of requiring 
umpires to read the Army commander’s 
orders. 

“One point deserves, in my opinion, 
especial emphasis. This is the conduct 
of the officers and men of the I Corps. 
All concerned have shown most com- 
mendable qualities. In the I Corps, in 
my experience, a very large proportion 
of the enlisted have had a clear and 
definite understanding of what was 
going on. This was, of course, due in 
the first instance to the Army Com 
mander’s insistence that steps be taken 
to insure this understanding, but great 
credit is due divisional and regimental, 
and particularly company officers, in ac- 
tually carrying out these instructions 

“The conduct of officers and men has 
been extraordinarily good in the I Corps. 
State Constabulary assigned to duty in

our area, the Provost Marshals of the 
divisions, and the military police under 
their control, have cooperated to the 
fullest extent in the maintenance of 
order and proper conduct. There have 
been very few cases of disorderly con- 
duct and there has not as yet come to 


my attention a single case of any seri- 
ous misconduct on the part of the 26th 
rd Divisions. 

“I think I speak for every oflicer of 
the I Corps when I say that we of New 
England feel that these maneuvers have 
been a great success and that we have

learned many and most valuable 
lessons. 
“I speak for every officer and every 


enlisted man of the New England troops 
when I express to the officers of the 
Second Corps, upon whom the burden of 
preparing the maneuvers fell, our appre- 
ciation for the arrangements made for 
our supply and our comfort while oper- 
ating as a friendly enemy of the troops 
of New York and New Jersey.”

Letters to the Editor 
The Navy’s Promotion System 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

An analysis of the percentages and 
distribution of the choices for promotion, 
and of the rejections in the Navy reveals 
a phase of military psychology that 
should be nearing its finish. It is not 
scientific nor is it really productive of the 
results sought after by the naval au- 
thorities, 

For instance, the basie principles that 
are being adhered to, as illustrated by 
this drastic slash down through the 
grades, are those of stratification, fixa- 
tion, and social appraisal. The human 
element is shown to be compressed into 
mathematical patterns instead of being 
given freedom of adjustment and choice 
and expression. Genius, which exists all 
through the service in multiple forms, is 





destroyed and compressed by this ad- 
herence to mathematical forms. 

The sole benefit which comes from 
this feudalistic structure in naval organ- 
ization, is merely convenience in pick- 
ing candidates for promotion and retire- 
ment. It penalizes the uprising, however, 


of genius in the profession of naval 
arms. 
The basic idea of the Board which 


made the rejections and the choices in 
promotion, seems to have been that the 
ranks affected were stuffed with non- 
standardized officers. That the personnel 
of the ranks were unequal in origins, 
abilities and values to the service. The 
action adopted was to weed out the so- 
called misfits, and to return the ranks to 
that mathematical form, visualized by a 
cone, in which the symmetry could be 
seen in the diminishing numbers as 
ranks rose, and in smoothness of lines 
due to there being no differentiation as 
between the individuals within each 
rank. 

Briefly, a sort of mathematical ideal 
governs those who have made, and who 
are continuing to hold to, the naval per- 
sonnel pattern. 

All of which is wholly unnatural, un- 
scientific and has not produced true 
standardization of personnel ever, and 
which causes the loss to the service of 
initiative, free working of genius and 
the human element, and in an American 
form of society, is not native in prin- 
ciple. 

The governing mind, of course of the 
service, is that which comes out of the 
Naval Academy. Like tends to produce 
like and to steer clear of unlike. An 
orthodox mind fails to see any genius in 
other minds, even though they be ortho- 
dox in another fashion. Only true, tow- 
ering, free operating genius can see the 
good in variety, and some time we will 
have naval leaders who will make use of 
the varieties instead of trying to meet 
an unnecessary, outmoded objective of a 
feudalistic or stratified concept. 

In civil society, among professionals, 
who are the proper ones to compare with 
naval officers, the encouragement of in- 
dividual genius is the order of the age. 
It is the wise way. It is Nature’s way 
or else she would not have provided 
human society with variety in mental 
abilities. This has brought forth a na- 
tional standing in our land at least, of 
the most remarkable excellence. 

Where several thousands of officers all 
form a living group, as in the Navy, the 
same free flow of individual genius and 
qualifications, will produce a naval excel- 
lence of a towering character also. 
Everything should be done to encourage 
that sort of thing instead of to com- 
press and suppress the natural develop- 
ment of genius. 

Now, in the percentages given, I find 
that the new Plucking Board looked 
upon the extemporary officers, composed 
of both former naval reservists, former 
enlisted men, and others, as disturbers 
of the equilibrium. They threw the sym- 
metry into curves not in harmony with 
the mathematical formula of the person- 
nel curve, so to say. Some Academy men 
too, those who were shoved forward by 
the war, into ranks too high for their 
age or preparation or what-was-it, they 
too failed to compress rightly. 

Now it so happens that I have served 
with all of thése groups in both peace 
and wartime. I have had something to 
do with producing them beginning away 
back in 1910 or so, and right down to 
1931. I feel that I know something about 
such men and about the pattern that the 
service is trying to weave, or keep woven 
rather. I have been an enlisted man, a 
naval militiaman, a naval reservist. I 
have been in the regular navy and in the 
non-regular navy too. When I was first 
commissioned I had two years more ser- 
vice than the graduates of the Academy 
and in the fleets I mean, and also one 
year more college work than the 
Academy graduates, both in law and 
technical engineering I have taught ser- 
vice schools for both enlisted men and 
commissioned officers, have served as 
President of Examination Boards for 
both, and have had considerable to do 
about sending men to the Naval Academy 
in nearly all the ways that folks get 





into the Academy. I feel that I know 
something about this subject, and being 
a reserve oflicer, I can see the picture 
without suffering from the closeness of 
my own structure, which is something 
difficult for a regular officer to do, or 
any one else who judges his own archi- 
tectural plans. 

I claim that an enlightened, or rather 
a more enlightened management of the 
Navy would encourage and make use of 
every type of mental ability that proves 
itself worthy enough to become a part 
of the service. The officers who are to 
be cast out into unemployment because 
of this scheme, have won their way into 
commissions and done so according to 
the Navy’s own standards. The Navy 
may claim they were forced upon them 
by the exigencies of war. Well, what is 
the Navy for but war? and if those men 
were useful in the last war, will they not 
also be useful in the next war too? 

For instance, there are men in the 
professions in civil life who have not 
been put through the mould of the Na- 
val Academy but whose genius is equal 
to, at least that of any one of the grad. 
uates of the Academy, within their own 
field. And their fields are useful and 
will be in demand, in the next war, 
Those men are found among the naval 
constructors, civil engineers, electrical 
engineers, contractors, merchant marine 
officers, and all the rest of them. | 
surmise that some of the 138 of the ex- 
temporary oflicers from the naval re 
serves, who are to be let out, may be 
graduates of engineering colleges and 
who gave up their professions in civil 
life in which they had won equal sue 
cess with the Naval Academy men of the 
same ranks. Why not make use of them 
regardless of the “fixity” idea? Why not 
build a naval system that has elasticity 
and can benefit by the presence of his 
varieties of genius? Is the feudal plan 
so all important that human genius can 
be sacrificed and lost to it? 

It has been my experience, that every 
type of officer in the Navy has its value 
to the service. Take the former enlisted 
men, 147 of them being slated for early 
retirement, they too have their value. 
They must be men of distinctly superior 
abilities for them to have won their way 
into the upper ranks in spite of the sys 
tem of the service. 

We all know that many valuable in 
ventions and improvements have been 
given to the Navy by enlisted men. Edi- 
son himself was not a college man. 

As a college graduate myself, I full 
well understand that perhaps many of 
them were not educated in some 
branches of the profession, and there- 
fore, could not be assigned to some 
duties. That is, they may not have been 
100% assignable! Well, how many 
Academy men are 100% assignable too, 
after several years of service in special 
branches? I know officers who have 
spent much time in the bureaus that 
they cannot navigate. I know folks who 
have been so long in engineering that 
they cannot boss a ship’s bridge. 1 know 
folks who have been playing the naval 
attache game so long they cannot do 
maintenance work on a battleship for in- 
stance. Why kid ourselves about these 
things? The business of the Republic 
is too serious, and in too dangerous 4 
condition for us to become hypocrites. 

The social appraisal plays a big part 
too in the game. Too big a part for an 
American Navy. And, I have met all 
kinds of wives in the Navy and have yet 
to become convinced that we are run- 
ning our Navy according to feminine 
standards of society. When Al Smith 
wants to build an Empire State build- 
ing he does not choose his architects, 
engineers, contractors and professional 
aids because their wives will mix nicely 
with each ether. It is a man’s job. So 
is the Navy, or should be. Is there any 
reason why a ward-room should not be 
filled with officers whose value is based 
on the same standards as are the big 
engineering firms, schoolrooms, public 
offices, and banks, in civil life? I have 
seen the worst examples of womanhood 
in quarterdeck society imaginable, and I 
have met enlisted men’s wives who were 
cultured, ladylike, college graduates too

if it means anything, and whose origins 
and social standings have been of that 
American type that is admissible in any 
social clique in this broad land. I have 
met officers from the ranks whose wives 
were picked up back—when, who of 
course, could not fit in with others. And 
I have met wives of high rankers who 
should never have been married into the 
Navy. 

But, the officers have been perfectly 
satisfactory, professionally, and that is 
what they are paid to be. That is what 
the nation needs, and so what’s the so- 
ciety all about? Let us drop that phase 
and adopt a public service for the Navy, 
that is American in spirit and efficient 
in objective—and to do this, let us adopt 
basic principles for choosing officer ma- 
terial that will encourage the work of 
genius wherever it is found. 

I fear there will come a time when 
this country will be fighting with its 
back to the wall, like Germany did in 
the last war, and when that time comes, 
the demand for war talent afloat will be 
80 pressing that it will be taken wherever 
it is found, and we will build a Navy 
that will be rather like Napoleon’s army. 
Talent will rise to the top and prove 
itself. 

The scheme that is going on today is 
merely the settling down after the last 
war. The chieftains are remodeling the 
personnel ladder to meet the selfish 
needs of professional peacetime officer 
cliques. It is not war that is being 
planned for in this feature of naval 
problems, but it is peacetime security for 
those on the inside. It is a vestigial 
game inherited from old world kingdoms 
and has nothing American nor profes- 
sionally eflicient about it. It casts hu- 
man genius aside in order to provide a 
legal system wherein those within are 
sure of their sinecures, pay checks, pro- 
motions, and caste security. 

These are not the terms that the Navy 
thinks in—but I am willing to let them 
chew upon those terms and see if they 
do not have to admit they are correct. 
My contention, in closing, is that the 
standards for procurance of personnel 
and for the use of the personnel is stul- 
tified, based on false principles and fails 
to give to the United States of America 
the benefit of its native genius. ‘The sys- 
tem is not elastic nor selective and there- 
fore is tending to become Chinafied.

Medical Treatment Permitted 

Under a decision rendered by the 
Comptroller General this week, officers 
and enlisted men of the Navy may re- 
ceive medical treatment or hospitaliza- 
tion at any Government hospital at 
Government expense while on leave and 
away from their regular duty post. 

While only naval officers and enlisted 
men were mentioned in the decision, 
War Department authorities believe that 
the rule will have general application, 
and permit the treatment of Army per- 
8onnel at Naval, Veterans’ Administra- 
tion or Public Health Service facilities. 





The Secretary of the Navy presented 
two cases of Navy enlisted men who 
were treated at Army hospitals while on 
leave of absence, one involving the case 
of treatment for an illness which could 
be regarded as having been incurred be- 
fore going on leave and the other in 
which the man was injured in an auto- 
mobile accident while on leave. In one 
the man had been admitted to the Army 
hospital by telegraphic request of his 
commanding officer and in the other had 
merely presented himself at the hospital 
without knowledge of naval authorities. 
In both cases, the Comptroller ruled that 
the man was entitled to treatment at 
Government expense and that the ex- 
pense was chargeable by the Army to 
Naval appropriations. This rule, Comp- 
troller McCarl stated would be also ap- 
plied to naval officers. 

“The established rule that enlisted 
men or officers of the Navy while on 
leave of absence and away from their 
post of duty are not entitled to medical 
treatment at Government expense,” Mr. 
McCarl ruled, “is limited to medical 
treatment procured from private sources 
and does not apply to medical treatment 
that may be furnished them in kind 
from Navy or other Government facili- 
ties. Whether an officer or an enlisted 
man of the Navy is on leave of absence 
or on duty when he becomes ill or is 
injured, he may be admitted to a Naval 
or other Government hospital.”

Senate Favors Retired Officer 


An increase in retired pay was voted 
by the Senate recently to Capt. Donald 
L. Bruner, USA-Ret., in recognition of 
the accomplishments in aviation. 

The Senate passed a bill (S. 164) pro- 
viding that Captain Bruner, who re- 
tired two years ago because of physical 
disability after 16 years’ service, will 
be considered to have been retired after 
17 years’ service. 

Senator Sheppard in presenting the 
measure to the Senate said of Captain 
Bruner: 

“His record in the service is one of 
most unusual accomplishment and. con- 
tribution. He was a pioneer in night 
flying. He invented the first revolving 
beacon, the first airplane-carried electric 
landing lights. He is directly responsible 
for the development of the present stand- 
ard landing-light units which are built 
into the leading edges of airplane wings, 
and he is responsible for many other 
devices to aid those who travel the air 
by night. For his remarkable service 
along this line he was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross. He is unques- 
tionably given credit for making it pos- 
sible for military and commercial air- 
planes to fly during the hours of dark- 
ness.

Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended August 28, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,- 
474,000,000, a decrease of $3,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and an 
increase of $13,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week in 1984. 

On August 28 total Reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,471,000,000, an in- 
crease of $3,000,000 for the week. This 
increase corresponds with an increase of 
$55,000,000 in member bank reserve 
balances and a decrease of $13,000,000 
in Treasury and national bank currency, 
offset in part by an increase of $8,000,- 
000 in monetary gold stock and de 
creases of $39,000,000 in Treasury cash 
and deposits with Federal Reserve banks 
and $17,000,000 in nonmember deposits 
and other Federal Reserve accounts. 
Member bank reserve balances on August 
28 were estimated to be approximately 
$2,780,000,000 in excess of legal require 
ments, 

Relatively small changes were reported 
in holdings of discounted and purchased 
bills and in industrial advances. An in- 
crease of $16,000,000 in holdings of 
United States Treasury notes was offset 
by a decrease of $16,000,000 in holdings 
of Treasury bills.
